The long-awaited and rum- 
ored shopping center for Elba 
moved a step closer to reality 
Tuesday night wen represeat- 
atives of Benson Company of 
Geneva and Sidco Inc. of 
Dothan appeared beJore the 
Elba City Council to explain 
their plans to construct a 
‘strip’ center on property now

owued by the Elba City School 
Board. The property would 
contain a 30,090 square foot 
TG & Y store and a_ 15,090 
square foot Piggly Wiggly 
super merket plus additonal 
stores to be announced. 

Mr. L. S. Rainer, Jr, 
introduced the visitors and ex- 
plained to the council that he 


as interested in the cominv- 
nity growing and new businesses 
coming to town, but that he had 
a selfish interest also, and that 
was on behalf of The Peoples 
Bank. Rainer explained that 
the proposal was for the bank 
to get the existing Piggly 
Wiggly building to rem<deal for 
their bank, and to deed the 


bank building to the City of 
Elba for use as a city library 
or whatever they deem:4 ne- 
cassary. Rainer explained that 
the property swap would have 
to be approved by the City 
Council, School Board, and by 
the Elba Housing Authority.

Council Hires Dennis Smith As New 


Recreation Director 


The Elba City Council met 
Tuesday night with a full house 
of visitors. Actually, at one 
time, there were over twen- 
ty people in the halls that 
could not get into the meeting 
room, They either listened 
from the door until the item 
they were interested in had 
been discussed or waited for 
someone to move out of the 
room before taking the empty 
seat. 

The main item of interest 
to the visitors was the pro- 
posal to hire Dennis Smith as 
recreation director. A large 
number of elderly citizens were 
present to express their sup- 
port of Bo Dunaway, who was 
jointly handling the recreation 
and also the nutrition program. 
Also present were several 
members of the American Le- 
gion. They had previously 
written a letter to the mayor 
supporting Dunaway andwere 
present to express their thanks 
to Dunaway for the excellent 
care he had taken with the Le- 
gion building, as it was being 
used for both nutrition program 
and recreation, 


Dunaway spoke to the coun- 


cila and was strongly critical 
of some members of the coun- 
cil , indicating they were trying 
to ‘‘get Bob Folsom’’ by getting 
rid of Dunaway. Several times 
during his talk Dunaway was 
interupted by applause from 
his supporters. Dunaway sta- 
ted that the councilmen didn’t 
know what they were talking 
about when they discussed the 
recreation equipment and that 
they had not budgeted the re- 
creation program properly 
during the past. Apparently in 
response to a statement by a 
councilman that Smith could 
handle the job with one CETA 
worker, Dunaway said that one 
man couldn’t keepup the recrea- 
tion department. 

After he had finished his 


talk the council voted on a mo- 
tion by Councilman John W. 
Sharpless to table any action 
until the next meeting. The 
vote was 4-2, with Council- 
men Jimmy Wise and Mike 
Russell opposing the action to 
table. However, later in the 
meeting at the request of Shar- 
pless, the matter was brought 
back up, and Dennis Smith was 
hired at a salary of $13,000. 
Also the City Clerk was raised 
to $13,500 from the present 
$11,520, and the police chief 
(or acting chief in this case) 
was raised to $13,400. Smith 
will begin work on Novem- 
ber Ist. He will also have 
the use of a city vehicle on 
his job, which is something 
furnished to Dunaway recent- 
ly. 

The final decision to hire 
Smith was not made until after 
Mayor Folsom asked the coun- 
cil to get together and work 
out something the city could 
afford. After some informal 
discussion and batting around 
several proposals, the council 
and Mayor Folsom were unan- 
imous in their support of the 
action to hire Smith. 

Folsom was asked by the 
council to offer Dunaway the 
position of Street Superinten- 
dent at a salary of $800 per 
month, a $120 increase over 
his present salary. He would 
continue to supervise the nut- 
rition program in this new po- 
sition. 


The council heard a request 
from the School Board and the 
parents forum that the city re- 
call the 1965 gasoline tax bond 
issue and reissue them to ac- 
quire additional funds for re- 
pair of the high school. Su- 
perintendent Elmer Taylor ex- 
plained the need for some 
local effort to show state au- 
thorities the local interest to 
insure part of the nine mil-

W. Johnston by Mayor Folsom,

3.694 acres of land and the 
proposed design of the build- 
ings. He noted that it was a 
$890,000 project, would emp’oy 
at least 76 people when com- 
pleted; would net from $75,000 
to $100,000 in sales tax and 
would create business for other 
merchants by helping make Elba 
a regional trade center. He 
said menagemeat of TG &.Y 
expected a $3 million gross 
within two years, du2 to the 


_erfect central location of Elba 
for such a regional center. 
Simmons said this proposed 
TG & Y would be double the 
size of any in the surrouad- 
ing area. 


Mr. W. T. Benson of 
Geneva wis presentat the meet- 
ing and explained the center 
would be owued by his family 
and leased to the stores. He 
noted his long association with 
Elba, dating back to the time 
“Old Town’’ was centered ar- 
ound the local railroad depot 
and including his years of op- 
erating the old Federated Store 
and then opening the Piggly 
Wiggly. 

School Superintendent Elmer 
Taylor spoke up aad said the 
idea would be good for Elba, 
was an excellent idea, and would 
help the school through  in- 
creased sales tax, but he wus 
concerned about the added traf- 
fic near the school. He wa3 
told ‘hat a fenca would be con- 
structed along Dixoa Street and 
the only access to the center 
would be from the highway. It 
was also noted that the busiest 
hours for the shopping center 
would be different ‘from the 
time school children were going 
and coming from school, 

Simmons explained that they 
had come to the city couacil 
first because ‘‘you have got to 
have support of city hall for 
any project.’’ 


The city council unanim< sly 
voted to approve the project if 
it was approved by tiie other 
boards involved, and la‘er pas- 
sed a motion to write the 
school board and the housing 
authority urging them to sup- 
port the transaction.

With the rise in inflation and 
the very real problems of 
scarcity, consumers should not 
be surprised to find that many 
‘‘FREE” items are disappearing 
or that they now have a price

Some of the freebies curr- 
ently on the way out are: road 
maps from gasoline stations, 
shopping bagsfrom department 
Stores and match books from 
many retail outlets.

BOW HUNTING FOR WHITE 
TAILED DEER 

Anyone who has pursued the 
wily white-tailed deer using a 
bow and arrow can tell a few 
stories of the white-tail’s 
amazing ability to detect 
humans, Deer that have been 
hunted are experts at escape 
and evasion, Almost everyone 
living in deer country has seen 
at one time or another and 
usually from an automobile 
a deer at fairly close range. 
This gives non-hunters the 
wrong impression of how diff- 
icult it is to get within 30 
yards of a deer enough to get 
a shot with a bow. 

When disturbed too often, 
deer will feed earlier in the 
morning and later in the after- 
noon than usual, During day- 
light hours these deer will 
usually bed down in or very 
close to dense cover, 

A feeding area, 
corn field or a water 


such as 
oak 


stand with acorns, can be ° 


identified by the numerous deer 

tracks, fecal droppings, and 
trails leading to it. It is 

tempting to choose a spot over- 

looking the feeding area, since 

it usually contains so much 

deer sing. Occasionally a hun- 

‘ter will get a shot at deer in 
a feeding area, but as a rule, 
darkness will come before the 
door. Deer often leave their 
beds and arrive at these feed- 
ing areas a few minutes before 
dark or even after dark, Some 
deer will usually stop feeding 
and start towards their bedding 
area before daylight. A bow 
hunter shoul4 attempt to 
stand near a trail as close to 
the bedding area as possible, 


If the hunter is lucky, he may 
surprise a deer on its way 
from the feeding area to the 
todding area during the early 
morning hours. When hunting 
late in the afternoon, a bow 
hunter should try to position 
himself on a trail as close to 
the bedding area as possible 
without disturbing the deer, 

A hunter has to be ex- 
tremely careful when selecting 
a stand as deer can smell 
a hunter over a great distance 
and detect the slightest move- 
ment of a hunter through thick 
undergrowth. Always have 
the wind blowing from the di- 
rection which you expect the 
deer to come, 

When still-hunting on the 
ground, doe and yearling deer 
will invariably come up the 
trail and spot you just before 
they get within range. You 
know what happens next, 
These deer will prance back in- 
to the brush and snort shrilly 
for several minutes announcing 
your presence to all other 
deer in the area, If possible, 
get off the ground and into a 
tree, Getting higher than 
a deer normally looks, greatly 
increases your chances of not 
being seen, 


There are several types of 
portable tree stands available 
commercially that are light in 
weight, easy to use, and do 
not damage trees, A serious 
bow hunter should invest in 
some sort of tree stand, 


You can obtain information 
on land management practices 
that benefit deer from your local 
Soil Conservation Service in 
New Brockton. 


WATER CONSERVATION 
WOODLAND DECISION 


Better prices for woodland 
products have made our land- 
owners consider cutting and 
Selling all or part of wooded 
areas on their farm, Several 
factors should be considered in 
cutting a wooded area, Are the 
trees ready to cut? If the 
Stand is overstocked some 
trees will need tobe removed 
and sold, If the trees are 
young and not over stocked it 
will probably pay you to wait 
before cutting, Return per acre 
for sawtimber is several 
times the equivalent pulpwood 
Sale per acre, If all the trees 
are uniform in size and over 
12 inches in diameter clear- 
cutting may be the best route, 
After clearcutting some arr- 
angements need to be made 
for replanting and to protect 
against erosion, 


In some cases landowners 
do not have desirable trees 
in a scope of woods, In this 
case clearcutting and plant- 
ing desirable species is 
recommended, Soilinformation 
is important in seiecting 
Species and managing your 
woodland, If you need help in 
woodland management contact 
your local Soil Conservation 
Service or Forester Commiss- 
jon and make those wooded 
acres pay for themselves, 


I’d like to also mention those 
idle corners or those eroded 
areas on the farm that might 
be profitably planted to pines 
or cedar trees, The pine is 
a natural erosion control de- 
vice, in that the needle shed 
lays down a protective net to 
prevent erosion. Pine trees 
planted in erodable areas- 
should be planted at the rate 
of 1000 trees per acre or 
a 6 x 6 spacing,

POND FERTILIZATION 

Dan Gardner, our wild- 
life specialist at Auburn, re- 
commends that farm owners 
begin a regular fertilization 
program starting about Febru- 


ary 15, He recommends that 
farm pond owners fertilize 
every two weeks until the 
water turns green enough 


that you cannot see a sheet 
of white paper 12-15 inches 
under the water. 

After you obtain this color, 
fertilize your. pond every 3- 
3 1/2 weeks, It takes about 
12 applications a year, How do 
you apply the fertilizer? Split 
the bag of fertilizer open 
lengthwise and across, Place 
the whole bag down in the 
water where 10-12 inches of 


water will be on top of the ~ 


opened bag. Use one 40- 
pound bag of 20-20-5 or one 
50-pound bag of 18-18-4 per 
acre, 


F LEAS 

Does your dog or cat bite 
and scratch themselves 
frequently? If they do, the 
chances are they have fleas, 
Fleas attack cats, dogs, 
people and also other ani- 
mals, Female fleas lay tiny 


“eggs on the hairs of animals. 


These eggs then fall off to the 
floor, ground or furniture. 
The small, white wormlike 
larvae avoids light and crawls 
into cracks and crevices, They

feed on particles of plant and 
animal matter, 

After about 10 days each 
larvae spins a cocooh in 
which it forms a pupae, Fleas 
can remain in this stage 
for a long period of time,- 
Usually, though, in about a 
week adults emerge and are 
ready to feed. They can go 
a long time without any food, 
The flea life cycle may re- 
quire from two weeks to two 
years, Hot, dry, late summer 
months favor high adults flea 
numbers, 

How do you control Fleas? 
You must treat both the 
premises and the pets at the 
same time, Be sure to treat 
the pets outside the house, 


GOOD TIME 

Don’t forget to send in soil 
and nematode samples, They 
should be taken separately and 
mailed separately, Nematode 
samples should be placed in 
plastic bags before they are 
mailed, The best time to take 
a nematode sample is a day 
or two after a good rain, 
Take the samples from under 
the root zone, 

Supplies for taking samples 
are available at the county Ex- 
tension office in New Brockton 
and also at agri-business 
firms in the county, It is an 
excellent time to take all types 
of samples--crops, pastures, 
gardens and lawns,
